He further advised that when he and 
BROWN seated themselves at the bar that three girls that were 
located at the end of the bar came down to where he and BROWN 
were and began talking to them. He stated one of the girls 
was a Negro female, 5'6" tall, age 25 - 28 years, whose name 
he does not recall. He stated a second girl was a white female, 
28 - 30 years of age, 5'6" tall and was a red head, He stated 
that these two girls later got in a fight and the white female 
ended up with a broken finger. He stated the third girl was a 
platinum blonde, name unrecalled, taller than the other two, 
approximately 5'9", nice looking and was in her early 30s. 


NASH stated that from the conversation of the girls 
they indicated that they were soliciting dates of prostitution. 


NASH then stated that he is not sure if this was 
Club 13 or not as he had visited three clubs that night. He 
stated that the more he thinks about it the above did not 
pertain to the Club 13. He stated he does not recall the name 
of the club which he described above, however, it is located 
on the right side as you cross the bridge from Ironwood to Hurley. 


NASH stated that he also entered a bar located on the 
left that was owned by a woman whose name he is unable to recall.

He stated that he talked to this woman who indicated that she 
had a son in the Navy and she asked if we were looking for 

girls and if we wanted to go upstairs. He described this 

woman as a heavy set white female, 5'5" tall, age 40 - 48 years, 
weighing 140 pounds, hair unrecalled, and who had a "foul" 
mouth. NASH stated that he was in this bar only once and he 
does not recall if this was the last time, 1968, or the year 
before. He stated for the past three years he and a group have 
gone to the area around Hurley, Wisconsin, to hunt bears. 


NASH stated that he did not see any of the girls and 
the woman indicated that they were upstairs. He stated that 
she did not quote a price of the tricks, stating that this was 
left to the girls as they arrange for the price. 


NASH stated that he also recalls that this particular 
bar had a heavy set bartender who was a white male, approximately 
40 years of age, weighed 230 pounds and was 6* tall. He stated 
he could not recall the name of the bartender. 


NASH stated that he felt that the above club where 
the woman mentioned that she had a son in the Navy was the Club 
13, however, he is not sure. He stated that he has never entered 
the bar for the purpose of obtaining a date with a prostitute. 


NASH stated that he was in Hurley, Wisconsin, with a 
group of 8 or 9 fellows. He stated that the individuals were 
TERRY CRAFT and his sons, and a JACK GUARD, who all reside in 
Mason, Michigan. He further advised that CRAFT and GUARD are 
both employed at the Oldsmobile Division of General Motors

NASH stated that he knows that none of the people in 

his group dated a prostitute and he doubts if some of the group 

actually entered the club 13.
